In  February  a  scheme  for  "rationalised  delivery"  of  milk  was 
instituted  in  the  Borough  with  fixed  registration  of  consumers.  It 
was  therefore  decided  to  operate  a  scheme  for  the  monthly  sampling 
of  all  milks  for  cleanliness  tests:  this  has  been  maintained  through¬ 

out  the  year.  Samples  are  taken  either  in  the  town  or  on  the  farm ^ 
in  the  latter  case  by  officials  of  neighbouring  authorities,  with  whom 
the  necessary  information  is  exchanged.

RESULWS  OF  SAMPLES . 

Tests  showed  that  82>£  of  samples  were  classed  as  Category  A.

In  cases  of  Category  B  &  C  samples  special  visits  were  made 
to  the  producer  or  retailor  in  the  Borough.  In  no  case  were  these 
2nd  Grade  results  persistent,  subsequent  tests  being  Category  A.  No 
special  report  to  the  Health  Committee  was  deemed  necessary  concerning 
any  particular  supply. 


The  scheme  has  worked  well  -  samples  have  shown  a  steady  im¬ 
provement  during  the  year.  I  strongly  recommend  its  continuance. 


18  Samples  of  Pasteurised  or  Heat-treated  milk  wore  taken  and 
of  these  11  satisfied  the  prescribed  Plate  Count  Test  for  pasteurised 
milk.  The  phosphatase  Test  gave  satisfactory  reaction  in  15  cases 
but  11  of  the  samples  contained  B.Coli  in  0.01  or  0.1- ml. 

2  Samples  of  brine  cooled  accommodation  milk  wore  subjected  to 
Plate  Count  and  B.Coli  tests  with  vc-ry  unsatisfactory  results.  En¬ 
deavours  were  being  made  to  exclude  milk  from  this  Collecting  Centre 
from  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  these  have  since  proved 
successful .

C  sos  of  Ccrebro  S'inal  Meningitis  and  Dysentery  can 
be  admitted  to  Bourne  Isolation  Hospital  by  special  arrangement 
if  accommodation  permits. 

Minor  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  -  mhe  Uhite  House,  Stamford.

Cases  of  minor  infectious  disease  (Measles,  Rubella, 
Chicken-pox,  Mumps,  ancl  V7hooping  Cough)  occurring  amongst 
evacuees  are  admitted  to  the  Uhite  House.  Transport  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Ko Steven  Civil  Defence  .ambulance  Service. 

During  the  year  11  evacuees  and  14  children  normally 
resident  in  Stamford  or  neighbourhood  have  been  admitted;  of 
this  la t tor  group  most  of  the  children  have  been  suffering  from 
contagious  skin  diseases  e.g.  Imp  ,ti  o  and  Scabies.  The  Local 
Authority  concerned  has  been  responsible  for  the  payment  of 
a  meekly  maintenance  charge  of  30/-  per  case.

The  local  Press  gave  valuable  assistance  in  publicity 
and  education  and  the  Clinic  via.--  opened  once  weekly  instead 
of  once-  per  no  nth. 


In  addition  V.,,_.D.  Members  of  the  Stanford  R ed  C: 
undertook  a  house  to  house  visitation  to  explain  the  advis¬ 
ability  and  importance  to  child  life  of  early  immunization 
against  diphtheria.  Their  efforts  Hero  an  outstanding 
success  and  were  to  a  great  extent  responsible  for  the 
improved  returns  as  shown  in  December. 


One  case  only  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  during  the 
year;  this  was  a  patient  aged  16,  who  was  un- immunized  and 
undoubtedly  came  to  Stamford  with  the  infection.

The  Stanford  Scabies  Treatment  Clinic  under  the  joint 
Kestovcn  County  Council  Scheme  has  functioned  continuously 
throughout  the  year.
